MONEREAL SHOPS 


Forty Strikers Go Back— Hundreds 
of Unskilled Laborevs Refused 
‘Easpic; ment. 


Montreal, August 7.—The only 
change in the strike situation here ia 


the fact that the Angus shops have 
taken on one hundred men, including 
forthy who have returned to work. 
Hundreds of Poles and Russians ars 
applying for work, but are — refused, 
re company having enough unskilled 

bor. Some thirteen hundred men 
are working in these shops, many of 
whom, however are uvskilled. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 6—Although no ac- 
tive demonatration took place today 
the Canadian Pacific shops here took 
on the appearance of a beleaguered 
city, the newly-erected high gates be- 
ing closed and the fences patrolled by 
special police. 

Bayona picketting there and at the 
terminals the striking mechanics, who 
now number a little over fifteen hun- 
dred here, maintained a passive atti- 
tude, though preparations were com- 
plete to give a warm reception to the 
car loads of strike breakers reported 
to be on the way up from Chicago and 
whe are due to arrive tonight, 

Persistent runiors say that the train- 
men will join the strikers Saturday, 
thus putting the entire transcontin- 
ental syatem out of business, but it is 
extremely unlikely they will take any 
such drastie etep as it would be 
breaking their strong-bound agreement 
with tire company, which hitherto has 
been lived up to by both parties to the 
letter and which calls for a month’s 
notice before a strike or Jockout. 

Unlikely They Will Assist. 

However much their sympathy may 
be engaged it is very, unlikely that the 
engineers, firemen and conductors’ un- 
ions will take any active step to aesist 
the mechanics. But they have every 
right to 1efuse to take out trains not 
properly inspected or engines in poor 
repair, and there ie a likelihood of pas- 
sive resistance oi this kind within the 
next ten days, according to statements 
made today by leaders of the strikers, 
which would just as effectually achieve 
a complete tie-up of the eyetem as any 
official strike of the trainmen. 

Thongh net a wheel turned. in thé 
shops today it is reported the com- 
pany is actively engaged in. drafting 
in nop-union labor and is preparing 
for a Tong siege. 

Public opinion here is all on the 
side of an early settlement, as the crup 
and entire business of the country 
depends on the transportation system 
Operating smoothly during the next 
few months, The Canadian west is 
dangeiously depleted of fuel, and sup- 
plies must Se speedily restocked or 
great distress is bourrl to ensue this 
coming winter, 

Japs Engaged in Calgary. 

Calgary, Aug. 6—The C. P. R. put 21 
Japs to work in the round trouse this 
Morning; otherwise the situation re- 
mains unchanged. The men held a 
long meeting today and appointed the 
necessary committees to look after 
their interests. - 

J. Bathie, of the boilermakers’ union, 
is chairman oi the executive commit- 
tee. A report, not verified, says the 
company have several plain clothes 
men in the city to protect the new 
workera, Two locomotives went out of 
business today owing tu the fact that 
the boilermakers are not working. 

Vancouver Endorses Machinists. 

Vancouver, B.C., Aug. 6—The trades 
and labor council tonight decided to 
lend all possible assistance to the 
striking machinists, strongly approv- 
ing their course. President Pettipiece

boarding houses not far from the 
6hops. These men volunteered the in- 
formation that they had been engaged 
to work in the shops... In Vancouver 
today two repair trackmen, who quit 
yesterday when the strike was called, 
are back at work inspecting car wheels 
at the station. At Kamloops last night 
the conductor of « westbound freight 
declined to take out his teain until he 
aad an order in writing authorizing 
him to take it out without offieial in- 
spection by the car repairers. He was 
given the ordbr.

over the stock, 

Under one paragraph of the agree- 
ment, the syndicate received $19,873 - 
@31 for handling $106g15,705 of the 
company’s common and __ preferred 
stock and mortgage bonds, ; 

Under another paragraph the syndi- 
eate was paid 6 2-3 per cent. (in cash) 
for the sale of another consignment of 
stocks and bonds. 

The amount received by the syndi- 
cate on this transaction was placed at 
nearly $3,000,000, bringing the total 
receipts of the syndicate managers, ac 
cording to the testimony, up to $117,- 
94,263, while they turned over to the 
reorganized company, in the conver- 
sion and assessment on stock, $95, 
701,860. 


PARIS WAS IN DARKNESS. 


For Twe Hours Last Night—Strikers 
Were Demonstrating. 


Paris, Aug. 7—The fight between syn. 
dicated labor and the remainder of 
Paris continues, The electrical labor- 
ers did not quit work Monday in re- 
sponse to the call of the general con- 
federation of labor, the secretary of 
their union wxplaining that four days’ 
notice was needed for them to organize 
a strike, The four days expired and 
last night at 8.30 the men quit the 
plant. In a short time the city was 
in darkness so far as ciectric light was 
concerned 

Candles in bottles lighted diners ar 
restaurants and the theatres were com- 
pelled to dismiss their audiencee. 
Cafes on the boulevards hung out 
Chinese lanterns. These makeshifts 
were hardly in place when at 9.15 the 
electric lights began to burn again, It 
had been the object of the electrical 
workers to make a demonstration by 
a two houre’ strike. Even this was not 
attained fully for in the Puteaux dis- 
triet the men were tol dthat if they 
quit work they would be dismissed for 
good... They remained .at their posts. 
The section of the city vontaining the 
labor exchange also enjoyed light, 

By a coincidence the action of the 
Comedy Francaise against the electric 
company for failure to supply lighte 
during the 1907 strike was decided to- 
day in favor of the company on the 
giound that it was prevented unavoid- 
wbly from carrying out ita contract. 


The latest estimate shows that twen- 
ty-five thousand men will be needed in 
the prairie provinces for the harvest, 
distributed as iollowe: Manitoba, 12,- 
000; Saskatchewan, 11,000; and Alber- 
ta, 2,000.

Not 
a quatter of the twenty-five thousand 
men required is likely, however, to be 
drawn from thjs source and with the 
crop big south of the boundary the 
Canadian west will have to rely main- 
ly on Ontario and Quebec for labor.

August 11th, 
but it looks now as if that date will 
he somewhat late. Of course, there 
is a big army of unemployed in Winni- 
peg and twenty-five per cent. of the 
men belonging to the trades unions 
have been unable to secure. employ- 
ment this eummer. 


FEW PIER CAPS ONLY 
CUT IN ‘CALGARY YARDS 


Granite for Parliament Buildings is 
Not Being Cut by Calgary Work- 
men as Was Feared by Local §tone- 
cutters’ Union—Misunderstanding 
Cleared Up. 


A misunderstanding that has exiet- 
ed for some days and created some un- 
pleasantness, was cleared up yester- 
day. Jor some time the Stonecutters’ 
union of this city has been under the 
impression that the granite to be used 
if the construction of the new parlia- 
ment buildings was being shipped into 
Calgary from British Columbia, un- 
toaded and cut.there and then reship- 
ped to Edmonton, 

Thirty men, 60 it was understood, 
were employed on this work at Cal- 
gary at a cost of about $150 a day and 
Edmonton stonecutters’ objected stren- 
uously to the stonecutters of the south- 
ern city being favored in this way. 
Upon enquiry, however, the trouble 
has turned out to be a mare’s nest. 
The board of trade here took up the 
matter with the government, and yes- 
terday also a delegation from the 
Stonecutters’ amion called upon At- 
torney-General Cross to submit their 
giievance. ~The latter had the matter 
looked into.

Jat. Roberta, a prominent citizen 
of Port Arthur, who recently toured 

West visiting Edmonton en route, 

te an interesting letter to the Port 
Arthur Chronicle on his return. The 
letter is herewith published, and is 
a «striking evidence of how Alberta 
impresses the visitor. The letter is 
as follows: 

Editor Chronicle—Having made a 
trip west as far ae Edmonton, I 
though? a few observations may pos- 
#ibly interest, if not instruct, a few 
of your numerous readers. 

We have heard and read much of 
our “Great Northland,” but few of 
ws have any idea of the greatness or! 
immensity of this wonderful land of 
ours, We can truly say with one of 
old .““Ovr lines have fallen in pleas- 
ant places and we have a goodly heri- 
tage.” Leaving Manitoba to be de- 
scribed by the hundred and fifty pro- 
fessional journalists from the States 
who recently toured Western Canada, 
{ shall confine my remarks to what 
has rightly been named Sunny Alber- 
ta, With the Rockies to the West as 
a background, and the international 
boundary separating Canada from the 
United States to the south as a base 
the province of Alberta extends north 
and east comprising an area greater 
than that of any country in Europe, 
except Russia, and more than twice 
the combined areas of Great Britain 
and Ireland, A full-sized map of 
the British Isles might ‘be comfort- 
ably. placed within its bounds and 
enough left over to make a combined 
France and Spain. The province con- 
tains 162,265,600 acres, The estimat- 
ed area contained in rivers and lakes 
is 1,510,400 acres. If we allow the 
odd sixty million acres for rough land 
and unsuitable for cultivation there 
still remains 100,000,000 acres for set- 
tlement, Of this amount 712,000 were 
actually in crop during 1907, With a 
somewhat larger area under cultiva- 
tion this year, or in other words, 
about one per cent. of this extremely 
rich and great area of land available 
for cultivation hag been brought un-; 
der the plow. Alberta is part of’ 
Prince Rupert land, over which ie 


Hudson's Bay Co, obtained jurisdic- 
tion by receiving a charter to trade 
therein from King Charles the See- 
ond, and for nearly two centuries the 
company were successful in making 
the outside world believe that the re- 
gion west of the Great Lakes and 
Hudson's Bay were unfit for anything 
other than the Collecting of fure, But

This New Third Party Will Secure its 
Strength Largely From Democratic 
Ranks—Hughes May Again be a 
Candidate in New York State, 
Which Would Help Tatt. 


Cincinnati, O.,Aug. 6—-There are now 
three first class parties in the field, 
two second clase, and half a dozen 
other diverse sections, the strength of 
which no man knows. The Repablic- 
ans started off at Chicago with a 
strong platform and a good candidate. 
The Democrats at Denver have nomin- 
ated a man whom Mr. Taft has wit 
tily described as an “experienced” 
candidate, The Independence lexgue 
has nominated a Massachussetts oil 
merchant, born in Indiana, who has 
# peculiar record of his own as a prac- 
tical opponent of the trust. 

Meanwhile the prohibitionists have 
put a ticket in the field as usual, and 
the socialists and various other fad- 
ists also have candidates for the presi- 
deney, running on more or less varie- 
yated platforms. Practically the lists 
are full, and the campaign of 1908 may 
be said to have been inaugurated by 
the notification of Tat and the con- 
clusion of the Independence league 
convention at Chicago. 

Repablican leaders who were gather- 
ed here for the recent notification 
ceremony were inclined to think that 
the Independence league movement 
was about the best thing that could 
have happened for Taft. The one 
thing they feared was the nomination 
of Hearst. Hearst has a personality 
which appeals to a certain class of 
people, and it was believed if at the 
last moment he should change his 
mind and accept the nomination he 
would put a good deal of money into 
the campaign and possibly make some 
trouble, 

League to Hurt Bryan. 

As matters stand, however, the opin- 
ion is generally expressed by men from 
all parts of the country that Hearst 
or the Independence league movement 
will do Bryan more harm than any one 
else. Animus toward Bryan was mani- 
fest in the league convention at Chi- 
eago and in New York, as well as in 
other states. It has always been clear- 
ly evident that the Hearst movement 
has derived most of its strength from 
the Democrats. 

Practical politicians say the Chicago 
league convention made a great mis- 
take in not making its platform strong 
enough. The league has come out for 
initiative and recerendum and some 
other populistic theories, but the plat- 
form contains a tame denunciation of 
both of the other parties and does not 
eom to offer anything to correct the 
of which 


diabolical abuses it makes 
complaint, 

\pparently the Independence league 
movement will be most particularly 
felt in the large cities, and in New 
York and in Massachussetts it prob- 
ably will make the best showing. His- 
gen ran for governor of Masachussets 
and beat out the Democratic ticket. 
There ie no reason to suppose that he 
might not do the 


same thing again 
The returns of the last election show, 
However, that he split up the Demo- 
eratic vote and did not break into the 
Kepublican strength to any great ex- 
tont. His operations in organizing in- 
dependent oil concerns in opposition 
to the Standard Oil company extended 
over a number of New Kngland states, 
were largely concentrated in Maesa- 
chussetts, 
Independents Strong in Boston, 

The Independence league has con 
siderable strength in Boston, and the 
opinion was expressed here today that 
the Democrats might lose their Boston 
congressional district as the result of 
the new national movement, 

Mr. Hearst came near being elected 
zovernor of New York. It is quite pos- 
sible that he might have been sueccess- 
fal had it not been for the timely and 
eriifie attack made upon him by 
President Roosevelt through Secretary 
Root, Those who are acquainted with 
political conditions as they existed in 
that campaign are aware that Hearst's 
personality Wits 40 important i not a 
controlling factor in the settlement of 
the election, It is not believed likely 
by leaders here who have studied the 
situation that the Independence league 
in the coming election in New York 
will be able to poll anything like the 
number of votes that Hearst did in 
iis campaign against Hughes. 

Then Hearst had a semblance of reg- 
ularity aus the Democratic nominee, 
and regularity‘among old time party 
men in New York on both sides means 
a good deal, Hearst spent money like 
water in his own behalf, and after 
vole preliminary mishaps, developed a 
decided strength as an alert and eatehy 
cumpaigner, 

There is nothing to indicate that 
anything like the same campaign will 
be carried on by the Independence 
league in New York. Whatever strength 
is brought out at the polls will be de- 
rived first from the slum distriet of 
a great city and secondly from the 
manulacturing towns up the estate, 
Where there is a semi-socialist, senti-

There 
ate two Republican candidates for gov- 
ernor and as usual both factions claim 
to be the real thing.~ 

Too Small to Take Chances. 

West Virginia majorities have not 
been so large that the Republicans ean 
afford to take any chances, and it is 
quite likely, therefore, that if a fae- 
tional fight is kept up, the Democrats 
will carry the state but not necessarily 
its electoral ticket. Bot): Republican 
factions of course are for Taft. Be- 
fore the election they may agree to 
submit their case to arbitration by the 
national committee. If one side is 
forced to retire and the sores are not 
too deep, Taft will carry the state. If 
both tickete remain in the field, sad 
there is a satisfactory arrangement in 
regard to the common electoral can- 
didates, Tatt will etill have a good 
chance, 

Such factional fighta usually look a 
great deal more serious at this stage 
of the campaign than later on, Mr. 
Taft has already been asked to inter- 
iere in the West Virginia case and it 
seems generally to be believed that the 
difficulty will be adjusted in some sat- 
isfactory way before the election. 

It hardly can be said that the Re- 
publicans have much hope at the pre- 
sent time of carrying Missouri; there 
was a disagreeable fight in the Chicago 
convention from St. Louis districts and 
that has left a great deal of feeling 
behind. On the other hand, Bryan car- 
ried the state twice and the delegates 
from Missouri at Denver were counted 
among Bryan's most enthusiastic and 
most blindly devoted followers, It is 
true that Roosevelt carried Missouri 
four years ago, but the mysterious 
stranger did not remain long on the 
Republican side district after another 
backslide into Democracy. 

Something Wrong in Indiana. 

Nobody seems to know just what is 
the matter with Indiana, but’ that 
something is wrong with the state, Re- 
publican Jeaders freely admit. 

Nebraska is once more an unknown 
territory. Hryan is said to have been 
gaining strength there and reports from 
Republican county chairmen thus far 
are uncertain, 

Maryland has never voted for Bryan 
yet, but it has been shifting back into 
the Democratic column and now once 
more js represented, although the Re- 
publicans vontro! a majority of the 
congressional district. 

The so-called doubtful states, with 
Massachussetts and New York, which 
are the keys to the New England and 
North Atlantic states, are to be made 
the chief battle grounds of the coming 
campaign, as will appear when the 
headquarters are formally opened in

WHAT M. H. O. INTENDS TO DO.: 


An erroneous “impression appears to 
have gone abroad in the city with refer- 
ence to the enforcement of the city by- 
law respecting the installation of the 
water and sewerage services, As a result 
ef the action taken by the city council 
on Tuesday evening last in decidir to 
adhere to the bylaw, a great deal of 
complaint has been made by owners of 
tents and shacks who are now without 
sewerage and waterworks facilities. 

Speaking of the matter this morning 
the medical health officer, Dr. “White- 
tnw, pointed out that all occupants of 
tents who have secured licenses for this 
year will be exempt from the conditions 
of the bytaw. 

“The ultimate goal of the health de- 
partment showever,” he continued, ‘‘is 
to secure the strict enforcement of the 
bylaw. The placing on good / residential 
streets of tents with the unsanitary con- 
ditions that result from lack of water 
and sewage connections must be 6top- 
ped. There are any amount of streets in 
the city where there will be no water 
or sewers for years and those who live in 
tenis or shacks will suffer no injustice 
by the enforcement of the bylaw, Tent- 
ors who are not on the water and sewer 
line have no need to worry.” 

Dr. Whitelaw further pointed out that 
it was a great injustice to owners of 
valuable property to have adjoining 
them unsightly tents ,shacks and other 
places of residence not in keeping with 
property bought at a large price. 

The letter written to the council by 
the Medical Health Officer setting out 
the conditions at present in many parts 
of the city is as follows: 

1 beg to call your attention to the de- 
sirability of putting bylaw No. 274 as 
amended strictly into force at the earl, 
jest possible date. 

It appears to me an injustice that the 
hest residential districts of our city 
should be afflicted with the conditions 
allowed to exist on vaeant lots which 
for thy present are held for speculative 
purposes, 

On these, tents and temporary build- 
ings are erected, to which ig is impossi- 
ble to make proper sewer connections as 
required by this bylaw, and as a result 
privies and unsanitary conditions gen- 
erally are found distributed in neighbor- 
hoods where the residents have either 
built or rented good substantial dwell- 
ings fitted up completely with modern 
plumbing and sewerage connections, 

These householders who have invested 
heavily in these houses, and are endeav- 
oring to live under good santitary con- 
ditions are entitled ta some protection, 
and should not be subjected to the nuis- 
ances, vile odors, ete. which eminate 
from privies, garbage and swill water 
which usually ave spread promiscously 
over these lots aforesaid, J 

Any bylaw which might be passed gov- 
erning this matter would not, of courae, 
apply io iewts erected on private grounds 
for extra sleeping accommodation, or to 
streets on which water and sewer con- 
nections are not likely to be laid in the 
near future.

for a constitutional regime, and thrice 
has suffered exile for his opinions. 
His ministry, with two exceptions, is 
conrposed of new men of liberal views. 
Two of them are Christians. The new 
ministry will publish ite, programme 
almost immediately and prepare for 
the elections. 

Yesterday a battalion of troops 
which had just returned from Salon- 
ica, forced open the prisons and lib- 
erated all the criminals, even those 
under sentence of death, and then 
marched through the town, and held 
4“ peaceful demonstration in favor of 
the constitution, 

Sultan Must Dismiss Harem. 

London, Aug. 6.—The Times corre- 
spondent at Sofia says that one of the 
Sultan’s envoys captured at Adrian- 
ople by the Young Turks was com- 
pelled to swear fidelity to the new re- 
gime. Then he was entrusted with a 
letter to the Sultan, plainly inform 
ing him that he still was under sue- 
picion, and that unless he changed 
his ways he would be mercilessly 
dealt. with, Various demands a 
set forth in the letter, among them 
one declaring that the Sultan should 
dismise his harem and henceforth live 
in European fashion with one wife,
